Town Gets $2000 
From The Power Co. 


MELBOURNE Dec. 17 The 
newly formed town of Indialantic 
yesterday announced that it has 
granted the Florida Power and 
Light Company a 30-year fran- 
chise which will give the new com- 
munity approximately $2,000 an- 
nually. 

The plan is similar to that which 
the power. company has with 
other Brevard County communi- 
ties. 


Note: Several months ago the 
City of Pahokee turned down a 
like franchise by a vote ‘of the 
,People. Pahokee’s annual share 
of the, receipt would have been 
in the neighborhood of $6,000. 
There is talk in Pahokee now of 
a favorable vote should another 
election be held. Some folks 
‘would like to see the money from 
the power company franchise 
budgeted for park work in the 
city, thus adding to the already 
wonderful work being done in 
beautifying Pahokee. +
